Liquidated 


BERLIN (JTA)The definition of 





merce and industry was omitted 
from the regulations implementing 
the Nuremberg marriage and citi- 
zenship laws, but an unofficial Nazi 
drive has gotten under way to 
force the liquidation of every 
Jewish firm by January 1. 

Scores of Jewish-owned firms, 
including some of the oldest and 
most reputable business houses in 
Germany, are passing daily into 
“Aryan” hands. An incomplete list 
f important Jewish-owned firms 
sold in the past few weeks fol- 
lows: The Cassirer Cable Co., 
Brewery, 1,000,000 rm; 
Corporation, 8,000,000 rm; 
Kupfer, Messing Co., 12,000,000 
ym; Adrena Addressograph Co., 
1,500,000,000 rm; Belieshovsky Lin- 
en House, Undisclosed; Goldstein 
Silk Co, Undisclosed; Klein Cloth- 
ing Co, Undisclosed; Max David- 
son Clothing Co., Undisclosed; 
Rothschild Textile Co, Undisclos- 
ed; Simon & Co., Undisclosed. 

In every case the selling price 
was not divulged, but it is known 
that none of the principals in the 
transactions have been given per: 
mission to take the capital abroad. 
The cash received from the sale 


“frozen deposits,” which cannot be 
withdrawn from the country. 
Agents of the Gestapo, the secret 
state police, examine the accounts 
from time to time to determine 
whether the Jewish depositors are 
withdrawing too much for their 
immediate needs.

The criminal inability Of Zionist leaders to capitalize on Pal- 
estine progress of the pust few years has begun to open the eyes 
of even the members of the Z.O.A, to the inadequacy of some cog 
in the Zionist Organizaticn of America machine. 


Writing to the New Palestine, a reader asks why “in times 
when even anti-Zionists have to admit the success of Palestine, 
in such times the membership of the Zionist organization, in- 
stead of rising, drops?” 


If the failure of the Zionist Organization of America meant 
that American Jewry did not and will not support Palestine 
movements, morally and financially, the situation would be bad 
enough, but when the Zionists fail to capture the imagination of 
any appreciable part of the Jewish population of America, they 
automatically fail to do the larger problem of educating Gentiles 
to the achievement of Jews in a land where they are not ham- 
pered in any way except by the limitations of an organized 
society. r 


Palestine is today ny longer a haven, a place of security, It is 
a symbol. A symbol of Jewish achievement, The vindication 
not only of the Jews’ inherent right to cultivate the land, but 
of his proclivity, given the opportunity, of growing with the soil. 


So that the indictment against the leadership of the Zionist 
Organization of America is on a broader scale, and of greater 
import than the paucity of members, or their aggravating lassi- 
tude in the face of the most remarkable human achievement of 
the twentieth century. 


A year ago this paper offered the suggestion, which was 
taken up by other Anglo-Jewish publications, that the Z.0.A. go 
to the infinitesimal expense of taking a few pictures of Palestine, 
showing strong Jewish manhood, shining Jewish womanhood, 
Jewish factories, Jewish cities, and flourishing Jewish farms and 
orchards, in fact the whole epic panorama of Holy Land regen- 
eration under Jewish hands for distribution to the newspapers 
of the United States and for publication in the Anglo-Jewish 
press. At that time it was determined that news distributing 
agencies, in view of the interest in the Holy Land, would be glad 
to include these photographs in their releases, although natur- 
ally they were not prepared to go to the expense of seniing a 
photographing party to Palestine. 


California does the same thing, Florida is right now in the 
midst of filling our newspapers with pictures of attractive Flor- 
ida maidens lolling on beaches or parading down the boardwalk. 
If these two states had followed the ostrich example of the 
Z.O.A. do you think they would be as far developed today as 
they are? 


For $500, possibly slightly more, the Z.O.A. can unloose the 
greatest ficod of pro-Palestine sentiment in the history of any 
Jewish movement, As vindication of our contention a yeay ago, 
witness the astonishment of theatre-goers who viewed the short 
shots in the November issue of The March of Time, and the phe- 
nomenal interest in the showing of The Land of Promise at the 
Astor Theatre in New York. 


If Florida and California do not suffice as logical examples, 
take the New Deal. How many pictures of the Boulder Dam, 
or the Coulee Dam, the T.V.A. have you seen in the newspa- 
pers? Do you think that the Corn Center News, of Corn Cen- 
ter, Indiana, sent a photographer to Colorado to “make the 
shots” of Boulder Dam? No. The New Deal presg department 
took the pictures and distributed them throughout the country. 


In answer to the letter of the Pittsfield Zionist, the New Pal- 
estine’s editor sloughed off the blame with the same amount of 
thought that the Statue of Liberty weathers a storm. In an edi- 
torial headed, “A Zionist Worker Asks Many Rhetorical Ques- 
tions?” the editor asserts that there is nothing the central or 
ganization can do, that the “means for doing must come from 
the Zionist rank and file.” The old “laisser faire” theory, which 
was discarded with the bustle and the buggy. Evidently the 
2.0.A. is awaiting for a French Revolution, 

What the editor meant was that the present Zionist leader- 
ship can do nothing:

| TORAH TIFF SETTLED _ 


After five years of legal dispute, 
an ancient Hebrew “Torah” left by 
the late Rabbi Mordechai David 
Frankel of New York to a daugh- 
ter living in Lwow, Poland, was 
finally sent to Poland on the 
Gdynia-America liner Pilsudski 
last week. The ship’s religious 
supervisor (“Mashgiach”) Matys 
Kornblit, has been entrusted with 
the Torah as the “Holy Scroll,” 

| according to Hebrew ritual, may 
be transported only by a qualified 
religious functionary, Upon arrival 
at Gdynia Mashgiach Kornblit will 
entrain for Lwow, personally 
bringing the scroll to its destina- 
tion. 

The Torah has had a long his- 
tory in American courts beginning 
at Rabbi Frankel’s death in 1930, 
when he bequeathed the valuable 
scroll to the daughter of his first 
marriage, Malka, now wife of a 
rabbi at Lwow. The second wife 
of Rabbi Frankel refused to relin- 
quish the scroll, After five years
